WASHINGTON, Dec. a.—The usual 


crowd ot members and others filled the 
rooms of tha various speakersblp can- 
didates to-day. The character of the 
gossip on the chances of the individual 
candidates depended very much on 
whose rooms the gossip happened to be 
in at the time.

Report ol the Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—The report of 
tie comptroller of the currency shows 
hnt during the year ended October 81, 
891, 198 new national banks were or- 
ganized, possessing an aggregate capi- 


,1 of $20,700,000, thus exhibiting a 


growth largely In excess of the annual 
.verage for past years. 


During the same period forty-one as- 
ociations went into voluntary liquida- 
tion and twenty-five became insolvent, 


leaving as a net gain for the twelve 
months of 137 banks, with a capital of 
H2,B53,000. The number of banks in 
operation October 31, 1891, was ft,694, 
having in capital stock, $664,755,885; 
bonds deposited to secure circulation, 
BlM),H3,8f>0; bank notes outstanding, 
8171,368,948, including 835,430,721, rep- 
resented by lawful money deposited for 
their redemption. 


The gross circulation has decreased 


87,871,085 during the year, while that 
secured by pledge at bonds has in- 
creased 811,795,101. 
No increase of 


notes secured by pledge of bonds has 
occurred since 1881 until the present 
year. • 


In number of failures, the present 


exceeds any previous year, but others 
have been more disastrous in point of 
capital and liabilities. It is noted that 
more than one-half in number of the 
banks which became insolvent during 
the period covered by the report were 
located in the western states, and that 
these failures were chiefly due to the 
effects of four successive crop failures.

Miraculous JEscapes. 


NYACK, N. Y, "Doc. 3.—Residents 


yesterday were extremely frightened 
over the explosion. There were four 
distinct explosions, coming one after 
the other. Three boys who were em- 
ployed in the upper story of the mill, 
had a miraculous escape from death. 
On the first concussion the floor upon 
which they worked seemed to rise up. 
They leaped for safety and ran for dear 
life.

The Trunk Lines Association. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 3.—The joint com- 


mittee of the Trunk Lines association 
met. jterday and discussed the east- 
bound freight rate question. It was 
agreed by all but the Grand Trunk line 
to re-establish the switching and cart- 
age charges at Chicago. The repre- 
sentative of the Grand Trunk was in 
favor of the agreement, but wished to 
consult the president of his company. 
The maintenance of present rates from 
Chicago to New York wus also agreed 
to. The payment of commissions on 
passenger business was also discussed. 
It is claimed that some of the roads 
have broken the agreement. The com- 
mittee appointed to recommend means 
of enforcing the agreement reported, 
but the matter was referred to the pas- 
senger committee. 


Kajor Boynton Stricken With Paralysis. 


NEWBEKG, N Y., Dec. 3.—Major E. 


C. Boynton, atone time quartermaster 
at West Point, has been stricken with 
paralysis at his home here, and lies in 
a critical condition. He is well known 
in regular army circles and is the author 
of a history of West Point as well as 
other works. Uoyntou was graduated 
in 1846 from the military academy. He 
took part in the Seminole war and was 
wounded in the Lattle of Churubusco 
in the Mexican war. He was stationed 
at West Point during the civil war and 
received the brevet of major for his 
faithful service.

CONSTANTLY BECOMING MORE ACUTE 


The Former Charged with Machinations 


lor the Restoration of the Empire- 


Vigorous Measures Soon 


to be Adopted. 


Rio DE JANEIRO, Dec. 8.—The an- 


tagonism between state and church is 
becoming 
acute. 
The 
government 


charges the clergy with having engaged 
in machinations for the restoration o: 
the empire, and the clergy accuse the 
government 
of 
being hostile 
to 


the 
interests 
of 
the 
church. 


The 
clergy 
have 
never 
liked 


the republic 
and 
have remained, 


with few exceptions, attached to the 
imperial house. Their feelings of hos- 
tility to the republic have been inten 
lified by irregularity in the payment ol 
salaries. When the official connection 
between church and state was declared 
abolished, the federal government en- 
gaged to provide for the payment of al] 
salaries to the existing functionaries of 
the hierarchy and to support the chairs 
in the seminaries for one year, leaving 
it to the provinces to do as much more 
as they pleased in the interest of re- 
ligion. Most of the provinces have 
chosen to do nothing, and where priests 
have died, altars remain vacant for 
want of a salaried ministry. 


The Brazilians, unaccustomed to vol- 


untary contribution for clerical sup* 
port, are learning to neglect religion, 
and the church sees the people slipping 
,way 
from it 
These circumstances 


liave created a bitter feeling, and tend 
to intensify the attachment of the 
cleigy 
for the 
Catholic house of 


Braganzu, which never neglected the 
church.

other hand, which had paid little

to the signs of

discontent, now recognizes these clergy 
us politically hostile and possibly dan-

ment.

THE REBELLION IN CHINA. 


Fhe Government Will Make a Decided 


Stand at the Wall. 


SHANO-HAI, Dec. 3.—Advices from 


Peking1 state that the govern ment re- 
eolved, in view of the reported strength 
of the rebels, not to attempt to stay 
their passage short of the Chinese wall, 
where an effective resistance can be of- 
fered. The troops that are beyond the 
Wall will probably fall back on that 
line. The rebels captured a great 
quantity of ammunition at Leao-Yunjf, 
as well as modern arms and equip- 
ments. Most of the garrison of Leao- 
Yang joined the insurgents. 
Amon^ 


the spoils of that place was a quantity 
of field artillery, \vhieh the rebels are 
said to have taken with them on their 
march. 


The fight at the wall is expected to 


decide the fate of Peking, and should 
the government be defeated, the em- 
peror and his conrt will abandon the 
capital. 
The rebel army Is said to be 


not entirely Mongolian, but to contain 
a large number of Chinese from the 
Chinese colonies in Manchuria. 


The Chinese here are greatly excited, 


and a close watch is kept by the foreign 
authorities for any symptom of disturb- 
ance or outbreak. The Chinese navy 
is as near the scene of conflict as pos- 
sible, but in the present stage of the 
struggle is unable to give any aid to 
the government, the fighting being* 
wholly inland. A large number of tho 
rebels are armed with Mauser rifles, 
from the arsenal at Leao-Yang. Many 
of the mortars are mounted. 


FIKND1SH BANDITS. 


They Boast a Priest's Feet to Make Him

The bandits were not moved by the 


appeal, but proceeded calmly to light a 
fire. Then they applied the priest'a 
feet the fire, bringing the feet nearer 
and nearer to the flames until the vic- 
tim shrieked with agony. They told 
him they would roast his feet off if he 
did not tell where he had his money. 
The priest held out until the skin be- 


n to burst, and the odor of burning 


flesh WBS stilling. The priest, rather 
than loose his feet, which the bandits 
said they would consume, to be gradu- 
ally followed by the rest of his body, 
at length told them where all he had, 
amounting to about 850, was concealed. 
The bandits took the money and de- 
parted. The priest is in a precarious 
condition. 


CRAZY ROYALTY. 


The Belief that the Kaiser 1» Insane 


Gaining Ground. 


LONDON, Dec. 3. — The' rumors affect- 


ing the kaiser's sanity have aroused 
considerably Interest here. These ap- 
pear to emanate from socialist sources 
in Berlin, although it cannot be denied 
ihat ,lu circles undoubtedly loyal to 
the Hohenzollerns and to royalty In 
jermany, _the kaiser's freaks have for 
gome time created grave anxiety. 


The announced publication of hia 


book of sermcns delivered during hia 
yachting excursion last summer,_bas 
given fresh impetus to talk about the 
condition of the imperial brain. Peo- 
ple recall that the story told in Paris 
newspapers at the time alleged that 
the emperor dressed himself jike the 
bishop, and delivered a midnight ser- 
mon to the crew. This was denied. 
But now it appears that the kaiser did 
preach sermons, and this ia regarded as 
corroborating the remainder of the sen- 
sational story about his frantic conduct 
on the yacht.

AN APPALLING' DISASTER. 


Seventeen Thousand Persona Killed and 


Injured by the Late Earth- 


quake in Japon. 


VANCOUVER, 
B. C., 
Deo. 3.—The 


steamer Empress of Japan arrived yes- 
terday morning from China. On the 
voyage she encountered a storm of 
great fury which lasted for five days 
and forced the vessel 200 miles out of 
her course. Two sailors were killed 
and Capt. Good, of Cleveland, 0., died 
on board and was buried at sea. H. 
R. Wilson and party, of Chicago, who 
were in Japan at the time of the earth- 
quake say the disaster monopoliied 
the attention of everybody. An official 
report places the number of killed at 
8,000 and the injured at 9,000. One 
third of the injured will die. The sick- 
ness and damage to property resulting 
from the disaster is incalculable. The 
foreigners of Yokohama have sub- 
scribed $10,000 and the Japanese gov- 
ernment has appropriated 8300,000,000 
for the relief of the sufferers. 


The Yorktown at Valparaiso. 


VALPABAISO, Dec. 8.—Since the ar- 


rival of the United States cruiser York- 
town, the subject of war with tho 
United States is generally discussed. 
Before the approach of the Yorktown 
was announced, the judga of crimes 
was about to close his examination of 
the killing of the Baltimore's sailors, 
but he suddenly concluded to prolong 
the affair, and also to make a show of 
taking the sailors' side of the case. 


Caused by Local Discontent. 


SHANO-HAI, Dec. 2.—In an intervio » 


at Ticn-Tsiu, Viceroy Li Hung Chang 
stated that, in his opinion, tho present 
outbreaks in China were not aimed at 
the reigning dynasty, but were at- 
tributable to various causes tending to 
breed local discontent. The viceroy 
believed, ho said, that the imperial 
dynasty was secure from danger. U 
Hung Chang is sparing no time, how- 
ever, in military and naval equipment.

Typhoid Fever in a Catholic Orphanage. 


CLEVELAND, O., Dec. 3.—-A special 


from Alliance, says: Twenty-five chil- 
dren, in the Catholic orphanage at 
Louisville, near this city, are at present 
lying sick witli typhoid fever. One of 
the inmates, a French boy by the 
name of Loichot, aged 18 years, has 
succumbed to the disease, and vaa 
buried last Sunday. The cltiiens of 
the town are very muoh frightened lest 
the fever should spread from the home, 
where It has hitherto been confined. 
The superintendent of tha state board 
of health has visited the orphanage, 
but as yet the source of the disease 
has not been located. The popular 
opinion, however, seems to be that it 
is due to impure drainage from the old 
Catholic cemetery, which is situated 
directly opposite the orphanage.

The Game Laws, as Corrected, 
The following is a brief synopsis ot tbe 


game law as «m nded by the last legisla- 
ture: Deer and turkeys, ceptember 1 to 
Jaunary 15; pinn ted gropse or prairie 
chicken, September 1 to November 1;

tember 15 to April 15; gray, red, fox or 
black squirrels, Jane 1 to December 15. 
Possession and sale of game prohibited in 
close seasons, except game brought in 
from other states, which may be sold 
from October 1 to February 1. The sale 
or exportation of qnuils, grouse, squirrels 
and turkeys killed within tbe ttato is 
prohibited,
